My views upon matters .of pub¬ 
lic education are decided. The public 
school to the great bulwark of liberty. 
Au iguornut nation to one collared. Our 
public schools should be brought up to 
the highest degree of efficiency, compati¬ 
ble with the means at our disposal. At 
the pres sot stage of ’ Victoria’s develop¬ 
ment an actively aggressive educational 
policy is essential to the future of our 
city. Ws must enable the Tourist Asso¬ 
ciation to speak of the facilities for prim¬ 
ary education as second to none iu the 
Dominion if we desire to euhancs the in¬ 
ducements for permanent residence hem 
Victoria above all other western cities 
has more at stake in the matter of public 
school*, and thorough equipment here 
would b» an important city asset. •*. 

With regard to our High school, there 
is a growing feeling that the course of 
study l a no t meeting the requirements of 
the people to the extent which they dw- 
sire; that the curriculum followed is too 
closely that ehsrsetortotie of ths impse- 
1 feet methods' oT earlier periods.* 1 refer 
to the emphasis placed upon classic* and 
higher mathematics to the exclusion of 
more practical subjects. With this view 
I entirely agree. While no obstruction 
should be placed iff the WMT p| those who 
have the means and desire to press on 
towards university graduation, we uniat 
not make the work of the school sub¬ 
servient to that amall minority. Hituat- 
ed as we are, it should not lie our pur¬ 
pose to expend public funds in so taring 
upon university competition, but to fit 
our boys and girls to!\master themselves 
and prepare them fur successful c«ut set 
with actual life. The High school should 
be made the college for the people to 
meet the requirements of our ever grow¬ 
ing population. 

In place of the “beginnings that toave 
abandoned tracks in tho brain, because 
there is no relation to them in after life." 
our boys should be brought In contact 
with the principles of our leading indus¬ 
tries so that their minds might be turned 
towards the development of our enor¬ 
mous natural resources. They should 
be taught that work with their hand* la 
not incompatible with the highest cnlturo 
or dignified manhood, instead of having 
the too often false ideals of professional 
life held before them, as our present cur¬ 
riculum so largely encourages. With the 
application of these principles our public 
(ducartan would tend towards a material 
as well as an intellectual and moral de¬ 
velopment. 

1 favor the movement already inaugur¬ 
ated with reference to the development 
of the commercial and practical science 
course*. If. aa it has been stated, our 
High school graduates are unfitted for 
positions in commercial life without a 
course in a business college, it indicates 
a most serious defect in our system, snd 
one which should claim our immediate 
attention.

In this terrible struggle, 
uruich lasted thirteen bourn* seventeen 
of our soldiers were killed, and fifteen 
wounded, whilst 850 Zulus were burled 
next day. Hook was one of the bravest 
of the half-dosen defenders of the bos-

Hook remained for some mouths in the 
neighborhood of the encounter with his 
regiment. and. on Lord Wolaeiey arriv¬ 
ing, there from England, he had the 
unique distinction of having the Victoria 
Cross pinned on his breast within sl$,ht 
m tbe snot where bis conspicuous bravery 
had sectared It for him. At a special 
parade. Lord Wolaeiey passed upon Hook 
some of the highewt eoconiimis a British 
soldier could receive. On retiring from 
the 24th Regiment Hook, ns already 
stated, was appointed nn attendant at 
the British Museum, which post he held 
for twenty yean, resigning last Decem¬ 
ber on account of the state of tya health. 

He wenf through two campaign* in 
Africa, and won h!a honors as a private. 
His sergeant’s rank came from twenty 
years’ association with the volunteers in 
Loudon. The army authorities, in re¬ 
sponse tv» appeals hy the brave mau's 
friends, increased his Victoria Crfimi prn- 
smn of £10 to £50 per annum. The first
